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BREAKS THE SPEED LAW 
IN PRESIDENT’S SERVICE 


Negro Messenger Rides Madly to 
White House for Forgotten Gun. 


ARRESTED AFTER HOT CHASE 


Paroled in President’s Custody and 
Hunting Trip to Virginia Is 
Not Delayed.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—President 

Roosevelt went with his family to Pine 
Knot, Va., to-day to stay until Monday. 
The President {s to do some hunting. 
When he arrived at the Pennsylvania Sta- 
tion he discovered that he had forgotten 
his shotgun. He called Jackson, who is 
the swiftest bicycle rider among the serv- 
ants and as black as the whole Twenty- 
fifth Infantry, and bade him get to the 
White House and have the shotgun back 
before the train started. 

Jackson, feeling that the success of the 

Presidentia! holiday depended upon him, 
broke all the records. Bicycle policemen, 
laters to catch speed law violators, were 
; prowling all along Pennsylvania Avenue, 
but they missed Jackson. He owed his 
[imi from arrest to the fact that he 
went so fast they did not see him. Some 
| noticed a faint black streak whizzing by 
and commented on the unusual atmos- 
pheric phenomenon, Others thought they 
‘noticed a revolving cloud melt into the 
horizon. 

As Jackson started back Policeman Shel- 
by, the fastest bicycle policeman on the 
force, analyzed the streak and detected 
human features. Shelby immediately 
proceeded to fuss with the speed records 
himself. Startled bystanders at Thir- 
teenth Street, who thought they saw & 
blue streak chasing a black streak, turned 
a verify tne impression and saw the two 


lin the offices of the two sailroads were |streaks apparently melt into one at Eighth 


Street as they looked. 
Jackson turned the corner of Sixth 
Street, fully aware that Shelby was after 
him, and that there was no time for ex- 
planations. Accordingly he did not dis- 
mount at the station, but whizzed through 
the jostling crowds there on his wheel, 
amid cries of astonishment and anger. 
Immediately after him whizzed Shelby, 
amid more cries, still more astonishment, 
and even more anger.

Accordingly, without waiting for ex- 
planations, the Secret Service man tore 
| Jackson fiom the grasp of Shelby and 
dragged the shotgun out of his hand. 
| He knew that the next event would sure- 
lly be the advent of the President to see 
jwhat the noise was about, and was 
jstriking the correct dramatic attitude, 
amid protests from Shelby and a volley 
of language from Jackson, when the 
President appeared on the platform.

“This man was exceeding the speed 
limit!’ roared Shelby.

TANGIER, Dec. 27.—The Shereefian 
army, with the exception of a body of 
men left at Tangier as local guards, 
proceeded to-day to the borders of An- 
jera territory and Rais Uli's jurisdic- 
tion, where it camped. 

At the request of the Minister of War 
I had invited the chief men of the 
neighboring villages to meet him, he 
having given me the Sultan’s and his 
own word that no harm should befall 
them. I accompanied the deputation to 
the Minister’s state tent, where he an- 
nounced the Sultan’s orders depriving 
Rais. Uli of his jurisdiction and nomi- 
nating in his place the present Basha 
of Tangier.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—To-day’s as- 
sault on a white woman at El Reno by 
a negro soldier belonging to the battalion 
of the Twenty-fifth Infantry, already dis- 
graced because of its connection with the 
Brownsville affair, will only serve to 
' strengthen the conviction of the President 
jin the correctness of his action in dis- 
charging the three companies implicated 
{in the Texas murder. 

After the shooting of Capt. Macklin 
lat Fort Reno the opinion was expressed 
| by several army officers stationed here 
| that such incidents could only tend to 
sustain the President and defeat the ef- 
forts of those who are supporting the 
cause of the discharged soldiers. The race 
riots in Mississippi, tHe riot at Fort 
Leavenworth, and the murder of a soldier 
at Fort Sheridan on Christmas Day by 
his comrade, have all had the same effect. 

There has been considerable talk in 
Washington, especially sinee the assault 
on Capt, Macklin, that if such incidents 
were continued they would inevitably end 
in eiiminating all negro troops from the 
army. Instead of passing a law restoring 

| to the service the men discharged because 
of the Brownsville murder, Congress will 
be more likely to repeal the law requiring 
| four regiments to be recruited from ne- 
| groes. 

Such incidents as that at El Reno to-day 
are the very worst things that could hap- 
pen for the negroes themselves. Already 
the assaults and outbreaks that have oc- 
curred since the Brownsville affray have 
alienated a good part of the sympathy 

} for the three discharged companies. 

Even among the army officers in Wash- 
| ington there has been a feeling that the 
discharged men did not get a square deal, 
but since the shooting of Capt. Macklin 
jseveral of these officers have expressed 
the opinion that even if that discharge 
was not entirely justified, it is a good 
thing to have the negroes out of the 
army. The continuance of such crimes 
strengthens and increases this view. At 
the same time it increases the feeling of 
| dissatisfaction with the procedure in the 
rownsville case. 

The fatal defect in the President’s ac- 
tion in the Brownsville case is that it has

!army officers in detecting and capturing 
‘the perpetrators of crimes, and to that 
‘extent rendered the criminally inclined 
‘among the negro soldiers more bold and 
teckless in their actions. 

| Both the President and Secretary Taft 
fare very much concerned about the crime 
| wave among the negro soldiers. The War 

Department is making an extensive ex- 
{amination of records preparatory to sub- 
/mission of the information to the Senate 
when the Foraker resolution comes up 
again, and it will not take many more 
crimes by negro soldiers of the kind re- 
ported in the last few days to produce a 
sentiment that will not only make any 
prospect of Congressional action In favor 
of the men of the Twenty-fifth extreme- 
ly unlikely, but will render more proba- 
1 ble action looking to ridding the army of 
all its negro soldiers. 

Mr. Slayden of Texas introduced early 
in the session a resolution to discharge 
all negro regiments.

IT’S UNPOPULAR TO BE RICH 


And He Tells Commercial Travelers 
He Wants to be Popular—'Twas | 
an After-Dinner_ Speech. 


Senator Patrick H. McCarren believes 
in the distribution of wealth. He thinks 
that rich men ought to quit “ holding: on 
to” their wealth and ought to spread it 
among the common people. And he ts on 
the verge of putting his theory into prac- 
tice, too. He fs thinking seriously, he 
says, of joining the few rich men who 
are trying to get rid of their money. But 
he hasn't done it yet. He’s only thinking 
about it. 

This in substance he told to the Broth- 
erhood of Commercial ‘Travelers at their 
twenty-second annual dinner at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria last night. It was an after- 
dinner speech, and it was doubted if the 
Senator, when he got on his feet, had 
any, intention of speaking about such a 
subject. After telling many jokes the idea 
about the distribution of wealth seemed to 
occur to him. He was in the midst of a 
compliment to all commercial travelers 
when the thought came and he let it out. 
And there was not even a laugh on his 
face. 

“In this age of philanthropy and altru- 
istic ideas,”’ said Senator McCarren, “ you 
commercia]} travelers ought to think about 
the burning question of wealth. You 
men do more than others in the spreading 
around of wealth, You certainly ought to 
school yourselves in getting some of it 
yourselves. 

“ Now, there are two sides to the ques- 
tion—the acquisition and the distribution 
of wealth. I’m tn favor of both gides. 
But I rather like the suggestion of the 
distribution. I want to tell you about It, 
and get you to take up the idea. If we 
work together on it we can accomplish 


something.

Now we all here, ratner than be unpopu- 
lar, would give up the stuff, and the 
mere hoiding of it will no longer be 
pleasant occupation.

SCOOBA, Miss., Dec. 27.—As ‘the facts 
in regard to the race trouble which. has 
been prevailing here come to light, it is 
apparent that, as in the Atlanta riot, ne- 
groes were killed simply because they 
were negroes. Leading white citizens of} 
Scooba have no-hesitancy in denouncing 
the work of the mob, and say that nearly |! 
all the negroes killed were innocent of 
wrongdoing. Some of the whites set out 
to hunt down the murderer of Conductor 
Cooper, but not finding him, they pro-| 
ceeded to vent their wrath on ail negroes, } 
with the result that twelve have been 
killed. 

During the search for the negro Simp- 
s0n, who killed Cooper, the mob rode up 
to the house of Calvin Nicholson, a negro 
generally respected, by the white people of 
Kemper County. In the negro’s shanty 
were seven children, two women, and one 
man, in addition to its owner. Apparently 
without provocation or justification, sev- 
eral white men fired into the hut. Deputy 
Sheriff Alexander tried to prevent. further 
firing and:+was assisted by three other 
white men, but their efforts were unavaii- 
ing. Nicholson was killed and his body 
burned by setting fire to his home. Be- 
fore daybreak two other negro residents 
were burned, and it was intimated to-day 
that more.are dead than have yet been 
found. 

The murder of Nicholson is a fair sam- 
ple of the other killings that have occurred 
here and at: Wahalak. It is said that 
the ‘‘ tough ’”’ white element composed the 
posse which went to search for Simpson 
and did the lynching. 

Gov. Vardaman reached here with 
additional company of State troops to-day 
and made an investigation. The Govern- 
or says that the ‘atrocious: murder of 
Conductor Cooper by drunken negroes 
provoked the trouble.’"’

Late last night, after Mr. Glynn had 
announced his appointments, William G. } 
Sheehan and John J. Britt, two repre- | 
sentatives of the Independence ‘League 
here, had a talk with the Controller-elect | 
over the telephone which almost burned 
up the wires. The only satisfaction they 
got from Mr. Glynn was that it was a 
little late for any good jobs, but that 
there still were some left, and-that if they | 
would recommend some candidates he | 
would take the matter up with Max F.| 
Ihmsen, Mr. Hearst's right-hand man in | 
the campaign, upon his return from 
Europe, 

The Controller-elect probably believes 
that the arrangement would be satisfac- 
tory to the disgruntled Independence 
Leaguers. Instead, it had the effect of 
making them angrier than they were be- 
fore. A report that could not be verified 
from either side of the controversy has it 
that Dr. M. L. Rowe, Chairman of the | 
League in Albany County, and John E. 
Dugan, Secretary of the organization, 
forthwith sent a letter to the Controller- 
elect, in which ‘‘ Boss ’’ McCabe and those 
of his following whom Mr. Glynn had se- 
lected, were handled without gloves. 

Some surprise was expressed here 
among politicians to-night that Mr. 
Glynn’s proposition of dealing with Mr. | 
Ihmsen, who was Mr. Hearst’s political | 
manager, should meet with opposition 
from the local Leaguers. The fact devel- 
oped to-night, however, that a majority 
of the members of the local organization 
are preparing to break away from the 
‘*Gilsey House clique’’ and join hands} 
with the “‘ insurgent element ”’ in the New | 
York County organization, which broke} 
away from Mr. Hearst and elected Tim- 
othy F. Driscoll Chairman of the County | 
Committee several weeks ago. 

‘We will brook no, interference from 
Mr. Ihmsen in this county,”’ said a prom- 
inent Independence League member this | 
evening. ‘‘ We were sandbagged and sold 
out once, and now we are about prepared 
to make Ihmsen and the Gilsey House 
crowd walk the plank.” 

It was learned here this evening that 
negotiations are now in progress between 
the Albany Leaguers 2nd the Driscoll in- 
surgents, and that-the question of Mr. 
Glynn's treatment of the League and the 
proposition to have Max Ihmsen dictate 
to- whom the League appointments would 
go, will-come up for discussion to-morrow

SEVEN RAILROADS ACCUSED. 


Government Suits to be Brought for 
Violation of Cattle Shipment Law. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Secretary Wil- 
son of the Department of Agriculture to- 
day transmitted to the Department of Jus- 
tice nine additional cases of alleged viola- 
tion of what is popularly known as the 
‘‘thirty-six-hour law,"" the act of Con- 
gress which provides that railroad com- 
panies shall not detain live stock on cars 
for a longer period than twenty-eight 
hours without food and water, except with 
the consent of the owner of the stock, and 
— for no longer a time than thirty-six 

ours. 

The cases forwarded to Attorney Gen- 
eral Bonaparte to-day were one each 
againgy the Great Northern, the Oregon 
Short Line, the Southern Pacific, the 
Union Pacific, the Lake Shore and Michi- 
gan Southern, and the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy, and three against the Santa 
Fé. The law provides a penalty of $500 
for a violation in each case,

Plans for furthering the interests of 
Brooklyn in the matter of transit facili- 
ties were discussed yesterday afternoon 
at a meeting in the Art Rooms, in Monta- 
gue Street, that borough, of members of 
the Citizens’ Central Committee and the 
Senators and Assemblymen who will rep- 
resent Kings County in the next session 
of the Legislature. Senator-elect Charles 


off Cape Hatteras while on her way to 
this port with lumber from Jacksonville.

Her deck load 
threatened to go by the board with every 
sea that climbed over her bow. Fred An- 
dersen, thawed out in the grateful 
warmth of the Mquid refreshment place 
attached to a sailors’ hotel in Coenties 
Slip yesterday and told the story of 
troubles which beset the craft after she 
ran into the gale. 

“T ain’t natur’ly superstitious,’”’ he said, 
“but I don’t want to go to sea on no 
craft where you hear strange noises at 
night. Hank—he’s me mate—was a telling 
me that three nights before the Barnum 
ende@ her voyage by turning sidewise he 
heard something sound long and low, 
‘Ho-o-o-ah.’ It was just about midnight 
and he says he sat up in his bunk to 
listen, but it did not sound again. 

“ The next night, at about the same time, 
he heard it again, but this time it says, 
‘Ba-a-a-o. I suppose he would have 
heard it again the next night, only we 
were then too busy trying to keep the 
deck from going out from under us. 

“T ain’t saying as to how he really 
heard this, for, while Hank is naturly 
truthful, it might have been his over- 
| worked imagination. I ain’t superstitious, 
| but I ain’t taking no chances. 

‘As I was a-saying, we got along all 
jright until the 17th, when the schooner 
began to work heavy, and we knowed she 
was a leaking. The steam pump was set 
going, and we managed to keep her up 
| pretty well. By noon the next day she 
had settled, and I went down to investi- 
|gate, and found that she had about five 
feet of water in her hold. 
| “ater in the day the pumps refused to 
| work. When we started to work the hand 
pump we found it was clogged. Well, we 
hustled getting overboard some of the 
deck load to get to the main pump amid- 
ships, but even that was no good. 
| ‘“‘Capt. Hankins had the stern boat put 
into the water and trailed astern. About 
8 o’clock the next morning I was standing 
outside the cabin, looking aft, when sud- 
denly I seen her bow rise up gradual and 
slow like. Capt. Hankins and the mate, 
who was not feeling well, were in the 
| cabin. ‘Captain,’ I says, shouting loud, 
j‘she is going over, and we must get to 
the boat astern.’ 

“There was something doing after that, 


the attack was a volley of rifle shots 
fired into the tent houses. Immediately 
afterward the houses were set on fire 
and by the light of the flames the Yaquis 
shot at the frightened Mexicans who 
were trying to escape. 

Reports say that in addition to the eight 
men killed at the station, a number of 
Mexicans were wounded. At a time when 
the residents of the camp, including 
Thompson and his American wife, seemed 
doomed, the whistle of a work train was 
heard and a few minutes later the train 
pulled into the station. The crew of the 
train immediately went to the assistance 
of the people at the station and the In- 
dians took flight. 

Mexican troops are now in pursuit of 
the Indians. It is believed the outbreak 
will not prove general. 


ARMY OFFICERS RESTLESS. 


Stirred by Talk of Change In.Plan of 
Promotion, Says Gen. Carter. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 27.—In his annual re- 
port, Brig. Gen. William H. Carter, Com- 
mander of the Department of the Lakes, 
speaks of a noticeable feeling of unrest 
among the officers of the regular army 
stationed within his department. The re- 
port says: 

* During the last year my attention has 
been frequently attracted by what may 
be termed a serious spirit of unrest among

ever desirable may be the measures de- 
signed to boing about the selection of the 
best qualified for advancement or the pre- 
vention of promotion for those believed to 
be unfit for further command, the army 
is certainly against their enactment 

“The impression has been forced upon 
me that the officers as a body, particue 
larly those of the line, while recognizing 
the desirability of providing promotion for 
exceptionally meritorious men, are unwill- 
ing to trust their careers to boards of of- 
ficers, who, of necessity, must base their 
conclusions upon personal acquaintance, 
or efficiency reports, which latter are not 


regarded as accurate indexes of either 
character or qualification.”

THE SWORD OF PAUL JONES. 


Now in Navy Department Library Aft- | 
er Changing Hands Many Times. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—The sword of 
John Paul Jones now rests in the library 
of the Navy Department, where it has 
been placed by Commander Reginald 
Nicholson. It is believed that the weap- 
on originally was given to Jones by the 
North Carolina family of that name at 
the time he changed his own name in com- 
pliment to them. 

The sword was given by Jones to Theo- 
dosia Burr, daughter of Aaron Burr. 


Theodosia Burr, after marrying Joseph 
Alston, a2 young planter of South Caro-| 
lina, who afterward became Governor of | 
the State, presented the sword to Judge | 
Matthew Davis of Charleston, who gave | 
it to the Rev. Dr. Ducachet of Philadel- | 
phia. He gave it to Commodore Summer- | 
ville Nicholson, and the Commodore gave 
it to its present owner, Commander Nich- 
olson, 

The sword is thirty inches long, beau- 
tiful in design, very strong, highly tem- 
pered and still very mild. The hiit is 
of brass, with the part known technically 
as the basket broken away. The tang is 
wide and strong, and the grip piece of the 
handle is of wood covered with twisted 
copper wire.

POLICE LOST IN LAUNCH 
HAD A HARROWING TIME 


With Engine Broken the Rickety 
Craft Buffeted Icy Seas. 


ALMOST FROZEN AND STARVED 


Lone Sallor In a Little Sloop Their 
Host at a Meal of Delicious Tur- 
nip Soup Before Rescue, 


After twenty-four hours adrift in the 
lice in an open naphtha launch in a howl- 
jing gale, without food or drink aboard, 
| Frank E, Ford, pilot; John J. Walker, 
| engineer, and W. H. Ward, patrolman of 
the harbor squad, were rescued early yes- 
terday morning near Richard's Point in 
Jamaica Bay. 

All through the previous night searching 
parties under the command of the harbor 
police were kept on hunting for the miss- 
ing men, and the big police boat, the Pa- 
trol, plowed all night through the sea 
sweeping the waters with her search- 
light. But the little launch in which the 
three men sat and nearly froze as they 
worked with poles and oars to keep from 
being ground to pieces in the ice floes re- 
|mained hidden away in the dark reaches 
|of frozen meadows and swamps. 

The men were detailed to make the run 
from Canarsie to Sheepshead Bay, start- 
jing at daybreak Wednesday. 
|was only thirty-five feet over 
equipped with an old-fashioned 
| engine. They made their way 
the ice of Jamaica Bay and to the open 
sea, but found the waves so high and the 
ice so menacing that it was impossible 
for them to make Sheepshead Bay. They 
turned back and were again reaching the 
comparative shelter of Jamaica Bay when 
the old engine gave a wheeze and closed 
up business for good. It was then about 
10 in the morning, and a stiff gale was 
blowing. The rickety little No. 6, as the 
craft is known, carries a tarpaulin cov- 
ering which is high and a fine target for 
a squall. With no power to hold her 
| head to the wind and tide, No. 6 plunged 
| around like an old beaver in a whirlpool. 


ice Floes About the Cockleshell. 
Time and again Ford, Walker, and 
| Ward were in danger of being cast into 
the sea as the wind struck their topheavy 
cockleshell abeam and the ice floes 
crowded in on her. They fought desper- 
ately with oars and poles until Ward, who 
jis well on in years, had to be ordered be- 
low by Ford. Not a vessel came near 
j}enough to them to be hailed, and Ford 
| sald yesterday, when he did finally reach 
| his little cottage in School Lane, Canarsie, 
that he had never before seen waters 
around New York so searce of craft. 

There was no way of making a fire in 
the craft, and there was no food or 
The day wore on with them still 
battling to be kept from being swept to 
sea or crushed by the ice and left to fight 
it out with arms and overboard. 
| When night came things looked hopeless, 
but the three men are hardy navigators, 
and they never gave up fora moment. At 
|4 o’clock yesterday morning they man- 
aged to work their Httle craft toward 
the mouth of a creek near Richard’s 
Point, and in the direction of a sloop they 
saw moored in the shelter. 

The cries of the three men brought a 
| sailor to the deck of the moored craft. 
| He had no means of helping them until 
| they got in casting distance. This was 
| finally accomplished, and No. 6 was soon 


dragged alongside.

The incoming Governor has his message 
in proof, but has to finish writing his in- 
augural address. This must be done be- 
fore Tuesday. When Secretary Littlefield 
was asked yesterday if there were any 
|}appointments to announce, he replied: 

**No, the Governor js the busiest man 
in the world to-day. He will leave all 
appointments and other matters connected 
with his office until he gets to Albany, as 
he is too busy with nis message and the 
closing of nis private business to attend 
to anything else.’”

HUGHES LEAVES TO-MORROW. 'LEAGUE IS ORGA 


TO RE-ELECT ROOSEVELT 


It Will Work in Every County in 
the United States. 


| 
SAYS HE MUSTN’T DECLINE 


To Eliminate Him Would Be to Invite 
National Disorder, the Plat- 
form Declares. 


An organization called the Roosevelt 
Third Term ‘League, with headquarters in 
Chicago, is sending broadcast. over the 
country copies of its platform. The plat- 
form sets forth that President Roosevelt 
should be nominated and elected for a 
third term and tells why. 

The league is non-partisan. It wants 
Roosevelt nominated on any and all tick- 
ets, because, it says, he is the people’s 
choice. It purposes to form an organiza- 
tion in every State and proceed along 
lines not altogether dissimilar from that 
pursued by the McKinley League in 1806. 
This would mean county and city organi- 
zations also. ' 

Edward A. Horner, formerly of Lead- 
ville, now of Chicago, is President of the 
league. When asked yesterday about the 
movement, he said: 

“It is not our purpose to appeal to the 
politicians. In fact, we don’t want any 
of them. It is to be a matter which is to 
come directly from the people, and for 
myself I don’t care whether President 
Rooseveit likes 1t or not. To my mind, he 
has nothing to say about it. He is the 
cnly man in whom the people have abso- 
lute and implicit confidence. We know 
he is honest; his actions have demon- 
Strated it beyond cavil.” P 

This is the league's platform: 


We, the members of the Roosevelt Third 
Term National League, having at heart the 
great social and political problems now con- 
fronting the people, and in order that the 
rights of the masses be protected and that 
National harmony be preserved, deem it im- 
perative that Theodore Roosevelt be re-elected 
to the Presidency in 1908. 

We have come upon days in our social and 
political life fermenting with distrust and re- 
quiring firm control, 

We view with alarm the evils already grown 
from the abuse of corporate power and see in 
these evils a fertile field for the demagogue, 
from which might readily spring a political and 
social revolution, and believe that nothing short 
of temperate and prayerful solicitude, on the 
Part of the people, will hoid our political and 
social structure intact. 

To the people irrespective of party lines is 
due the credit that their President to-day is 
Theodore Roosevelt.

Falling Birth Rate Really a Bless- 
ing to the Nation. 


| TALK TO ECONOMIC SOCIETY 


Prof. Clark Discusses Effect of Or- 
ganized Labor on Wages—Other 
Papers Read at Brown. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Dec. 27.—Various 
subjects were discussed to-day at meet- 
| ings held in connection with the.gather- 
jing of historians, educators, and students 
of political science, under the auspices of 
Brown University. 

The American Economic Association and 
the. Sociological Society had a joint ses- 
sion to-night-in Rockefeller Hall. The 
| erent discussed were ‘‘ Western Cirvili- 
zation and the Birth Rate,” and ‘‘ The Ex- 
| tent of Child Labor in:the United States.” 
Prof. Edward A. Ross of the University 
1'of Wisconsin, discussing the birth rate, 
| sald: ; 

; “‘A most momentous factor in shaping 
the future is the downward tendency in 
; the birth rate of the Occidental. peoples. In 
the United States in 1900 the proportion 
of children under five to women of child- 
bearing age was only three-quarters of 

what it was in 1860, 

“The phenomenon is due not so much 
to avoidance or postponement of marriage 
as to wilful restriction of the size of the 
‘family. The spirit of democracy makes 
every one eager to rise in life, and to the 
{climber children appear in the light of a 
handicap. 

“The ,immediate consequences of a 
diminishing bisth rate are a rising plane 
of comfort among the masses, a reduction 
{of infant mortality, and an increase in 
| the average prospect that population 
pressure,- hitherto the principal cause of 
| war, mass poverty, wolfish competition, 
and class conflict will cease to shape so- 
cial destinies. 

“The fall in the birth rate in roomy 
New South Wales suggests that we may 
have to pension the mother of more than 
three chidlren. If the white races ceases to 
multiply and overflow into the backward 
lands, the void will certainly be filled 
with the increase of the black, brown, 
and yellow peoples, and the human type 
{that has so far achieved the most will 

contribute less than it ought to the blood 
of the ultimate race that is to possess the 
globe. 

“On the whole, however, restriction 
scems to be a salutary movement, and the 
undoubted evils in its train appear to be 
minor, or transient, or self-limited, or 
curable.”’

It is always a German who clamors for 
the teaching of German, always a 
Frenchman who wants French taught, 
and in this case it was an Italian who 
persuaded the Board of Education to 
make Italian an elective in the high 
schools. 

Why do they do it? Oh, from some 
queer idea that it Is ‘‘ recognition” of 
their racial worth, or possibly because 
the non-English-speaking parents have 
a vague notion that thus they can avoid 
the opening of a chasm between them- 
selves and their Americanized children. 
Whatever the reason may be, the Board 
of Education should not encourage or 
countenance such grotesque folly. The 
only language for our public schools is 
English, with, just possibly, a little, a 
very little, Latin in the highest grade.

Mr. Hering Says Berlin’s System Is 
Not Possible in This City. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

This morning‘s issue of your esteemed 
paper contains a letter from Poultney 
Bigelow to which you give the caption: 
“Hudson River as a Sewer; Example of 
Berlin Puts New York to Shame.” This 
letter so much misrepresents the actual 
conditions that a reply seems proper. 

Mr. Bigelow intimates that Berlin's slug- 
gish river, the Spree, is kept so free from 
sewage that he could drink from this 
source at any pofnt below the city. He is 
evidently ignorant of the fact that the 
sewers of all the Berlin districts have 
Into the river, 
which dischargs after every heavy rain- 
fall, the sewage there being about one- 
third as strong as that of the average 
large American etty. 

He then says that Berlin sewage is 
treated as a valuable fertilizer. The facts 
are that the chief value of sewage is that 
of irrigating water, its fertilizing value 
when delivered from large cities being 
very small. 

Berlin uses apout 30,000 acres of\ land 
for its sewage farms, or one acre for 100 
persens. For our present population of 
New York the Berlin system would re- 
quire about 50,000 acres, or over 75 square 
miles, of suitable flat and sandy land. 
Mr. Bigelow says: ‘‘ The same could be 
done with the sewage of New York and 
every village along the Hudson,” and 
further that “by adopting this method we 
would find that the cost of cleaning New 
York * * * would be reduced to nothing 
at all; * * * might even, as in Berlin, 
become a source of municipal revenue.” 

The incvurrectness of this statement is 
evident from the fact that the environ- 
ment of New York does not offer 175 
square miles of land suitable for sewage 
farming, even if it could be devoted prof- 
itably to such a purpose, and from the 
further fact that the revenue from the 
sale of the Berlin se yage farm crops pays 
littie more than te farming expenses 
and not for pumping and carrying the 
nor the entire inter- 
est on the inves(ment for the system. 

It is unfortunate that an interesting 
writer of Mr. Bigelow’s prominence, whose 
statements in the public are likely 
to be accepted, should so confuse fancy 
and fiction with fact.

When the insurance world learned yes- 
terday of the system which has been de- 
vised by the inspectors of election in the 
Mutual Life for tabulating the vote in 
that company there was an increased in- 
clination to credit the statement attrib- 
uted to an official of one of the big com- 
panies that the administration in the Mu- 
tual would have a four years’ lease of 
life before the result of the voting was 
known, 

The Mutual inspectors propose to keep 
a card index of the vote. The cards 
which have been devised for this purpose 
have squares for forty-three distinct en- 
tries on a single ballot or :proxy that is 
recorded, exclusive of the signatures of 
the inspectors themselves. Not all of 
the forty-three entries have to be made} 
on each ballot, of course, but that is the 
total number of squares which must be 
considered before the tabulation is made. 

There are approximately 350,000 ballots 
and proxies in the Mutual Life. The pos- 
sible entries, therefore, on the entire vote 
are something over 15,000,000 before the 
card index is complete, and there were 
few insurance men who attempted yes- 
terday to figure out the length of time 
that would be required for the five in- 
spectors with their force of thirty or forty 
clerks to complete the index under these 
circumstances, Nevertheless, the force 
in the Mutual got right at the task of 
tabulation yesterday morning, so that the 
canvass in that company may be officially 
considered ‘* on.’’ 

In the New York Life the inspectors of 
election gave out this statement as to their 
plans: 

With the co-operation of expert’ accountants 
and men of practical experience we have for- 
mulated a plan for completing accurately and 
in the speediest manner a canvass of the enor- 


mous number of ballots and proxies now in our 
custody.

We cannot tell how long a time will be re- 
quired to complete the work until we have been 
at the actual count for some days.

We are determined 
to push the work to the speediest conclusion 
possible consistent with accuracy. The plan 
of our work involves the use of a number of 
clerks, and tHis, together with the large num- 
ber of votes received, has necessitated the re- 
moval to more commodious quarters.

In the meantime we have 
devoted much serious consideration to devising 
our plan of canvass.

Stringent Order Issued in Mount Ver- 
non Following Many Cases of Rabies. 


Following the death of Mrs. Charles 
Weeks of New Rochelle, who died of 
rabies on Wednesday as the result of a 
dog bite, E. J. Preston, Assistant State 
Commissioner of Agriculture, notified the 
Mount Vernon Board of Health yesterday

The State 
Department deputies will patrol 
streets of Mount Vernon, Bronxville, and 
Tuckahoe with shotguns and shoot all 
dogs found In the streets unmuzzled, 
whether they are licensed or not. 

M, Quigley of Waverley, N. Y., wha will 
be ir. charge of the work, reached Mount 
Vernon last night. He said: 

‘* We intend to kill all unmuzzled dogs 
wherever we find them, and no matter to 
whom they belong. As to how 
will assist in the work and how long it 
will take to complete it I cannot say. 
Further than this I have no statement to 
make.”’ 


WORRY KILLED HIM, IT’S SAID. 


Brooklyn Man Died Before a Com- 
plaint Against Him Came to Trial. 


Worry over the fact that a charge had 
been made against him in court is be- 
lieved to have led to the death of John 
Blackwell, a wealthy retired farmer, of 
Crescent Street and -Old Mill Road, 
Brooklyn. When the case against him 
was called in the Court of Special Sessions 
yesterday a court officer announced that 
Blackwell had died a few days before. 

Blackwell became annoyed because 
yachtsmen walking from Jamaica Bay 
were making a practice of crossing his’ 
land to a car line. A man named Joseph 
Ryan and several other men were making 


a short cut across the farm when Black- 
well ordered them off. The yachtsmen 
declared that the farmer threatened them 
with a revolver, and they went to court 
with a complaint against him. 

Blackwell. who was not in robust 
health, worried so much over the trouble 
that he took to his bed a few days after 
it occurred and never got up again.

Revenues in 1905 Were Nearly $2,000,- 
000 More Than in 1904, 


The report of the Department of Water 
Supply, Gas, and Electricity for 1905, 
signed by Commissioner John H, O’Brien, 
was made public yesterday. 

It shows that the revenues of the de- 
partment for 1905 amounted to $10,065,- 
O74 as against $8,998,225 in 1904. The re- 
ceipts were from meter charges, the sale 
of water to steam craft, for street sprin- 
kling, and other uses. Arrears of more 
than $1,000,000 were collected. The de- 


partment is one of the few earning more 
| than it costs for maintenance. 

The average daily consumption of water 
in Manhattan and the Bronx was 316,000,- 
000 gallons. Brooklyn used 119,234,968 
| gallons daily.

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JUDGE COWING RETIRES. 


Quits the Bench After 28 Years of 
Sefvice—Lawyers Praise Him. 


Judge Rufus B. Cowing formally retired 
yesterday from the bench of the Court 
of General Sessions, where he had pre- 
sided for twenty-eight years. The court- 
room was crowded with lawyers and 
friends, who came to honor his formal 
leavetaking. District Attorney Jerome

career as a Judge, remarking that per- 
haps the best way to describe his work 
was to say that he had “ made. good. 

Abe Levy also made a speech, repre- 
senting the lawyers who had practiced 

before the retiring Judge. He, too, paid a 
tribute to Judge Cowing’s fairness and 
justice throughout ‘his long service. He

| interpret for them the Penal Code, which 
was passed in 1882, shortly after he was 
first elected to the office.

In a speech 
of thanks Judge Cowing said, in part: 

‘“‘I may have erred in the performance 
of my duty, but my record is an open 
book, and what errors I have committed 
have been the fault solely of my judg- 
ment.” 

Judge Cowing will practice law in the 
office of his son, at 49 Wall Street.

Dr. Dadirrian isn’t Giving Up Money 
to Blackmailing Demands.

Policeman Yungs of the Wakefield Sta- 
tion was the first police officer to reach 
the scene of the accident. He found the 
wagon almost totally demolished, while 
the five men, who had been in it, pitched 
headlong into the road, lay on the ground 
near by groaning. Yungs summoned two 
ambulances from the Fordham Hospital, 
in which the five men were removed to 
that institution. Monsoni died a few 
minutes after he was taken into the op- 
erating room, The injured men are all la- 
borers.
